2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

1. Reference is nniade to fhe following documents: 

Dl: JP10.199398A (1998.731) 
D2:yS5;148,Q78A (1992:0?;^ 

2. Claims 1-2 relate to a FED, comprising a substrate, a cathode layer, a gate insulating layer, a gate 
electrode layer, an anode insulating layer, emitter, a phosphor and anode. 

3. Dl discloses an electron emitting device comprising a substrate, a cathode layer, a resistive layer, a 
gate insulating layer, a gate electrode layer and emitter. D2 discloses FED comprising a emitter 
layer(103), an insulating layer(105 and 106), a gate electrode layer(104), an insulator layer(208), and an 
anode layer. 

As mentioned above, the features of Claims 1-2 are already disclosed in Dl and D2 in a similar jHelds 
of application, or are included among several straightforward possibilities or combinations from which a 
skilled person could select without the exercise of inventive skill. Therefore, the subject matters of 
Clahns 1-2 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3). 

4. Claims 3-19 involve specific diameter, thickness, extra component or a method for 
manufacturing a FED with specific materials. Since these teaching are not rendered obvious from 
the prior art, the subject-matter of claims 3-19 appears to involve an inventive step in the sense of 
article 33(3) PCT. 

5. The subject matters of Claims 1-19 are considered to be novel and industrially applicable imder 
Article 33(2) and 33(4) of the PCT. 
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
